Colorado producers seeded 2.40 million acres of winter whea
during the fall of 2007 for harvest in 2008, dowmpdrcent
from the 2.50 million acres seeded for the 200pcrBlanting
began on schedule in most areas. Germinationgesasrally
good, but dry conditions in some areas delayed genee. As
usual, prospects for the 2008 crop will be headiépendent
on winter and spring weather.

United Stateswinter wheat seeded area for 2008 is expected
to total 46.6 million acres, up 4 percent from 2007
Approximate class acreage breakdowns are: Hard/Reter,
32.5 million; Soft Red Winter, 10.5 million; and \ité

Colorado laying flocks produced 92 million eggs during
December 2007 compared with 91 million one monttiera
and 87 million during December 2006. The numbelagérs
during December totaled 3.86 million, up 4 perdeoin 3.72
million a year earlier. The average rate of lay Becember
2007, was 2,382 eggs per 100 layers, up 2 percent the
December 2006, total of 2,338 eggs per 100 layers.

U.S. egg production totaled 7.76 billion during
December 2007, down slightly from last year. Puiigdun
included 6.63 billion table eggs, and 1.13 billidwtching
eggs, of which 1.06 billion were broiler-type and &illion
were egg-type.
